French Revolution. But they mistook a- 


sure mode of augmenting the evils of that 


revolution for the prophylactic political 


course, Which, as the great State Physi- 
tians of Europe, they ought to have pur- 
sted The democratstarely spesk truth, 
e%pccially when France and England are 
the subjects of their remarks; but we-a- 


gree with them that the unwise policy of 


the Briuush Government has made France 
and Napoleon what they are. 
this is true in no smalidegree. Revolu- 
tionary France should have been suffered 
te exhaust and ruin herself, and woul: 
have done so, had no coalition been form- 
ed sgvinst her; had no invasion of her ter- 
ritory taken place, had not the doctrine 
been advanced by other powers, upon the 
exploded principle of the divine right of 
kings, that one nation had a right to inter- 
fere in the internal concerns of another 
whenever it should fancy itself to possess 
well grounded apprehensions that the re- 
publican spirit of the offending nations 
would spread into other regions.

‘quence of this commerce, are also worthy 
of attention : 

“The advantages to the nations (for 
they are many) which carry on this com- 
merce, are not greater than they are to 
Napoleon himself in his views of conquest 
anddominion. From this commerce, not- 
withstanding the opinions to the contrary, 
he derives no small part of his revenue 


| through the means of stamp tax, imposed 


upon every articlé exported or imported ; 
and fence he is able to dispense with di- 
rect taxes which are always odious, and 
which are indeed, those which have uni- 
formly ended in exciting the feelings and 
producing the acts, under which so many 
governments have perished. This is 2 
rreat point. By the means of this com- 
merce, he disguises from his people the 
pardens which they bear. It is indeed, a 
¥toss imposition to tell a people, that com- 
metce pays taxes, the fact being that those 
taxes still fall upon the people themselves ; 
but, as your majesty must have observed, 
it is an imposition, it isa fraud, it is an act 
of duplicity and knavery, the success of 
which in other countries warrants the be- 
lief that it must be greatly useful to ycur 
majesty’s implacable and powerful enemy. 
Very much, then, are your majesty’s ser- 
vants deceived when they suppose, that 
_the Emperor Napoleon has no custom 
house, whereat to cullect duties. His 
scale may not be so noble as to afford him 
dukes for receivers ; he may not have 
marquisses for collectors, baronets for 
wharfingers, and knights of the eagle for 
wine-tasters ; but I am of opinion that his 
custom-house yields him a much greater 
clear revenue than is derived from any sim- 
ilar establishment in the world—and that 
it affords him the means of drawing upon 
other sources of taxation with so sparing a 
hand, that his people, especially within the 
ancient boundaries of France, have reason 
to congratulate themselves upon the com- 
pa'ative lightness of their burthens. A 
great many of your majesty’s subjects, in- 
cluding some in high stations, have at dif- 
ferent times expressed their astonishment, 
and indeed their vexation, that the people 
of France should be stew in rebelling a- 
gainst their emperor, with whom your 
majesty made a treaty of peace and “ ami- 
ty” only about seven or eight years ago ; 
but if they had been informed by the facts 
here stated, relative to the commerce of 
France, and especially relative to the rev- 


enue yielded by that commerce, together 
with the relief given thereby tool the oth- 


er sources of taxation, itself not appearing 
a@Satax; if they had been duly informed 
of these facts, and had been possessed of 
but a very mo.lerate portion of that sort of 
knowlecge which enables men to trace 
popular discontent to their real causes— 
they never would have entertained a hope 
of seeing a rebellion in France.” 


Here also the writer has exaggerated. 
but he is correct toa certain extent. And 
however he may have erred upon these 
points, he is clearly right in declaring that 
a hew system of British policy is indis- 
pensable. Whether the course which he 
proposes be the corréct one, we shall en- 
quire hereafter. 

We quote one more passage from Cob- 
bet’s first Letter, and it must be an aw- 
fully impressive one to the British People 
and to those who wish for their prosperity. 

‘* But great as are the financial advan- 
tages of this commerce, Napoleon derives 
from it the still greater advantages attend- 
ing such a nursery of seamen. It has 
been most clearly proved, over and over 
again, that for our navy the nursery is our 
coasting trade. There requires, therefore, 
nothing more to satisfy us, that from a 


‘coasting.trade, such as I have described, 


the advantage of Napoleon is so great as 
to excite well grounded alarm in the mind 
of évéry ‘reftecting Englishman. It is 
from this ‘copious source that the emperor 
of France -has drawn those hundreds of 
thousands -of seamen with whom he bas 
manned his fleets and squadrons for many

* The parliament has recently been told, 
in your triajesty’s name, that the aid you 
are giving to the enemies of France upon 
the continent of Europe, is given with a 
view ‘of keeping Napoleon from our own 
shores. The expressions are somewhat 
different, but this is the substance, this is 
the real meaning of the words —Does it 
not then become me, if I have it in my 
power, to prove to you that this is not the 
way to keep the conqueror from the shores 
of England? That this is a waste of our 
means? Thatit has no other cffect than 
that of augmenting at once our debts and 
our taxes, and of hastening the day when 
the cries of the widow andthe orphan 
shall proclaim whether or not “a nation- 
al debt be a national blessing.” 


Mr. Mill, the opponent of Cobbet, whom 
we quoted in our first number, contends 
that the commerce of England is by no 
means sO insecure asis pretended. He 
states that all America, Africa, and the 
greater part of Asia, are still open to Bril- 
ish commercial enterprise ;_ that it is im- 
possible to prevent the sale of British man- 
ufactures upon the cofitinent of Europe ; 
aud that British exports are checked, more 
by the unwise policy of the Orders in 
Council than by all the power of Bona- 
parte. He also contends that the present 
times are not unfavorable to the conclu- 
sion of a peace; that neither France nor 
England can materially injure each other ; 
that, though peace would increase the 
trade of France, it would be chieffy a land 
trade, her great manufactures being at a 
distance from the sea, and the conveyance 
to Germany, to Switzerland, and Italy, 
and to one part of France from another, 
being cheaper by land than sea in nine- 
teen cases out of twenty; and that of 
course Britain might sce the trade of 
rance increase without any fear of a pro- 
portional increase of maritime strength. 

A further investigation of the state- 
ments and arguments of Cobbet and Mill 
will naturally lead to aclear developement 
of our own views of the real situation and 
true policy of Great,Bgitain.

Our Prospeets. 

We are not in the secrets of the cabi- 
net, that is to say, We are not in the con- 
fidence of the administration ; but we are 
not idle and ignorant spectators of passing 
events. We know enough of the late dis- 
patches from Europe to predict that the 
} president’s next communication to Con- 
gress will not be very favorable to the 


chopes of the French partizans ip this coun- 
try. —Their very food friend the emperor 


does not second their views. He eonsid- 
ers them of too little consequence to flat- 
ter. His decrees are peremptory. We 
must fight England, or expect no favors 
from him. This is a story that will nos 
tell well ina message ; and of course it 
must not be told. But whether it is told 
in amessage or not, itis well known 
throughout the United States. It cannot 
be hidden from the people that such is the 
case. We must fight for Bonaparte or 
against him. The question is, shall we 
cower under hia mighty wing, or assert our 
independence? The democratic papers 
are attempting to prepare the public mind 
for submission; we think they’ will fail in 
the attempt. There is too much of the 
old spirit of independence yet in our coun- 
try, to tamely submit to the mandates of 
a tyrant—an adopted French tyrant too. 
Our fathers where are they/—The graves 
would hardly hold them, could they know 
that their degenerate sons were- hesitating 
whether to submit to the mandates of a 
bastard Frenchman, or to assert their 
rights ! How are the mighty fallen ! 

Embargo——T his word of “ dreadful im- 
port” we had hoped would no more rise 
up in judgment against this devoted coun- 
try; but from what we can learn it will be 
again brought up at the next session of 
Congress. The French party, we are 
told, despair of being able to bring the 
people into a war with England, and of 
course the only thing they can do to alle- 
viate the wrath of the great emperor ts to 
jay another emdargo—We are likewise in- 
formed that it fs the intention of the party 
to make this new edition of the embargo 
effectual ; itis not only. to be a non-ex- 

rtation, but a non-importation law. ft 
is in fact to be a pon-social law; tocut off 
all intercourse with every part of the 
world—to abandon the, ocean and the 
shores of the ocean entirely, and draw our- 
selves completely within our shell. It is 
our opinion that at this time no such law 
can pass ;—caucus influence has fessed a- 
way. But that something of the kind will 
be agitated in’ Congress there is very lit- 
tle doubt. 


Messengers from France.—It has been 
stated in some of the northern papers, that 
lieut. Haswell said that gen. Armstrong 
told him “ that the United States must go 
to war with France or England.” ‘This 
we are informed by our friend is a mistake. 
Mr. Haswell says no such thing ; and the

The National Intelligencer as men- 
tioned in our last, informs us, that at the 
sailing of the Wasp, no material altera- 
tion had taken place in the relations be- 
tween this country and France; in other 
words, that the tyrant still pertinaciously 
adheres to his refusal to make restitution 
of one cent of the property of which he has 


» plundered us; that he still treats with 


haughty contempt our demands of satis- 
faction for the Amefican vessels plunder- 
ed, burnt, and sunk by him, us though we 
had been in a state of declared warfare ; 
that he persists in his refusal to open the 
gates of his prisons to our suffering fellow- 
citizens whom he has seized and thrown 
into dungeons like prisoners of war, or 
rather like malefaciors; that he still refu- 
ses to relax those blockading decrees by 
which, without provocation, he violated at 
once our Neutral rights as recognised by 
the universal law of naitons, and the most 
solemn stipulations of treaty decrees which, 
in their execution, amount to actual war- 
fare against us, and which in their conse- 
quences have caused the issuing of the 
British orders in council. ‘The decrees, 
und the orders occasioned by them, have 
for two years nearly annihilated the com- 
merce of America azd brought the most 
unexampled distress upon the nation ; and 
now, after repeated embassies and special 
missions, all the satisfaction we can obtain 
is, to be told that “ no material alteration 
has taken filace in the relations between this 
country and France,” 

It is astonishing with what audacious 
effrontery the hirelings of France continue 
to zssert that the disposition of Bonaparte 
towards this country, is friendly and con- 
ciliatory, and that we are just upon the eve 
of an adjustment by which all our injuries 
will be redressed. lt is but a few days 
since Napoleon's principal editor in this 
city, who boldly lays claim to infallibility, 
particularly in regawd to intelligence from 
Yronce, told us that he had reason to be- 
lieve that the negotiations between gener- 
al Armstrong and M. Hauterieve had gone 
so far asthe signature of a convention which

contravening the laws of France, to be de- 
cided in the courts established by the com- 
mercial code book IV. title H. Through 
the same medium we are told that subjects 
of claims are to become matters of negotia- 
tion, under a regulation defined, the term 
of which was not then fixed; but of which 
we shall probably learn particulars by the 
Wasp.” 


The Wasp has since arrived, and what 
are the particulars learnt by her? Why, 
that nothing at all had been done, and that 
nothing could be cone. So hopeless was 
the prospect of obtaining any thing in the 
nature of justice, that Armstrong had not 
thought it worth while even to correspond 
with tLe court of the tyranton the subject 
of the instructions sent out by the Wasp. 

The Boston Chronicle, as true to its 
employer as the Aurora itself, on Monday 
last, announced an approaching accommo- 
dation with France in the following lan- 
guage : - 

“We recognise with pleasure the 
dawning prospect of an amicable arrange- 
ment of our affairs with France.

In CONS QE Hb 
colonial produce experienced & yreat de- 
pression, and so convinced was the public 
mind of the expected event, that scarce- 
ly a purchaser could be fownd for any one 
article. “Fhe battle of Wagram m flectes 

a different aspect to our affairs. A por- 
son was then sent to General Armstrony, 
to require from him @ guarantee on the 
partof the American government, that 
we should not suffer the British ships of 
war to board or visit our merchant ves- 
sels; and at the same time requesting 
General Armstrong to know if he ad fait 
power from his government to negociate 
with Fratce.

General Armstrong had it officially inti- 
mated to hig, that he had better not yer 


returh to the United States, us there might: 


still be an opening for accommodation, 
Whether this last circumstance would 
have sufficient w ight with General Arm: 
strony to require his longer stay in France, 
is uncertain. He however frequently 
suid, that he intended to return home in 
the spring, aad expected a frigate from 
the United States. 

No one, who reflects seriously on the. 
transactions between General Armstrong 
and the French government, can have.tie 
least expectation of an accommodation. 
He will, howeverybe compelled to belicve, 
that it is the policy of the Emperor to di- 
vert General Armstrong with hopes, until 
the issue of the present continental war 
shall be known. Almost every day gives 
birth to anew Imperial decree, more or 
less affecting American commerce. 

The treatment of the common crews 
and property falling into their hands by 
capture oF accident, too strongly proves 
What We are to expect from their preten- 
ded wishes for accommodation. T'wo in- 
stances will give a tolerable idea of what 
our government have a right to expect. 
The first is the case of a brig, belonging 
to Mr. Gray of Salem, of which a Mr. 
Pearson was the supercargo. She was 
bound to: St. Sebastians; but in a heavy 
blow from the westward, found herself to 
the eastward of the-port, and as no alter- 
native was left but to make a port or to 
$0 on shore, she was boarded by a French 
boat from St. Jean de Luz, while yolng 
into that port. The hatches were sealed 
up, and the papers sent to Paris. It ap- 
‘peared by the Supercargo’s consultation 
that he had not been boarded by any Brit- 
ish vessel, nor ®ad-he had communicatica 
with any vpscoel, wuptil bisy arrtwad a: B; 
Jean de Luz. There did not appear to-b¢ a- 
ny. decree relating to this case ; but it was 
supposed that there would be one made 
to fit it as soon as convenient. 

The other case is that of the ship Ar- 
row, Captain Fletcher, of Newbury port, 
which was bound to Sardinia. She was 
captured in the Mediterianean, abd‘ con- 
ducted to France. It was not gericrally 
known before her capture that the isk od 
of Sardinia had been decreed by France to 
be im the same situation (as Kt respects 
neutrals) asthe ports of Great Britain- 
Captain Farres, the supercargo, acknow- 
ledges that he had but littke hopes of her 
restoration. The Cuptain’s protest is ve- 
ry circumstantial, and cites many, not of 
the unprecedented, but frequent instances 
of French depredation.

Gloomy Prospect. 

The late southern mails bring us the 
disagreeable intelligence that the negocia- 
tions with Mr. Jackson are at an end. 
The New-York Mercantile Advertiser of 
the 16th inst. states that information was 
received the evening before by the Phila- 
delphia stage 

“That the negociations between our 


“covernment and the British minister, 
“ Mr. Jackson, are entirely broken off.” 


The National lntelligencer of the 13th 
inst. contains the following article :—. 


“In the course of the correspondence, 
which, it seems, has taken place between 
the Secretary of State and Mr. Jackson, 
we understand, that Mr. Jackson had sta- 
ted that the despatth from Mr, Canning to 
Mr. Erskine of the 23d January was the 
only despatch by which the conditions 
were prescribed to Mr Erskine for the 
conclusion of an arrangement with this 
country onthe matter to which it related ; 
—that Mr. Smitk in his reply had assured 
Mr. Jackson that no such declaration had 


and added, that if that despatch had been 
communicated at the time of the arrange- 
ment, or if it had been known that the 
propositions contained in it were the only 
ones on which he was authorised to make 
an afrangement, the arranzement would 
not have been made,—-that notwithstanding 
this assurance, Mr. Jackson in his next 
letter indecorqusly used a language im- 
y plying that Mr. Erskine’s instructions were 
at the time mode known to this govern- 
ment,—that in Mr. Smith's answer an in- 
timation was distinctly given to him that 
such an insitjuation was inadmissible, and 
especialiy afier the explicit asseveration 
of this government that they had no such 
knowledge, ahd that with such knowledge 
such an arrangement would not have been 
made,—that in Mr. Jackson’s next letter 
the same gross insinuation having been 
reiterated, and even aggravated, it only 
remained, in order to preclude opportuni- 
tivs, which had been thus abusce:!, to in- 
form Mr. Jackson,as Mr. Smith did, that 
no further communications would be re- 
ceived from him, and that the necessity 
of this determination would without delay 
be made known to his government, with 
an assurance to it, at the same time, that 
a ready attention would be given to any 
communications affecting the interests of 
the two nafions through any other® func- 
tionary that may be substituted.”’ 


In the Georgetown Independent Amer- 
ican of the 14th, the foregoing is inserted 
with the following introductory remark : 

“ We copy the official note which fol- 
lows from the National Intelligencer of 
yesterday. We forbear to make any com- 
ment. But we think the people will do 
well to suspend their opinion, until the 
whole of the correspondence, Of which 
mention is there made shall be laid before 
congress, as it undoubtedly will be at the 
ensuing session.” 

The editor of the National Intelligen- 
cer, in his statement, may have discolour- 
ed some facts and suppressed others ; but 
we are inclined to belteve that his account 
is in substance truce; and, belicving this, 
we consider the present aspect of our al- 
fairs as extremely gloomy and portentous. 
Mr. Jackson is the third ew vy extraordi- 
nary sent to this country by Great Britain 
since the affair @ the Chesapeake. We 
have ever considered the rejection of the 
overtures of Mr. Rose as unnecessary and 
impolitic, if not unjust. For the unlortu- 
nate issue of the neyociation with Mr. Er- 
skine, we hope no blame can ettech to our

As to Mr. Jackson, we can only say, that 
if his correspontlence with Mr. Smith is 
not misrepresented, and if his insinuations 
against our government are unfounded, it 
would be grossly humiliating and dishon- 
orable to attempt any farther negociation 
with him. What then will"be the conse- 
quence? Will Great Britain send a fourth 
minister to this country? We think not. 
If her purposes be hostile, (which we 
doubt) she can gain nothing by furtherde- 
lay. From the close of the revolutionary 
War to the present day, our country has 
never been worse situated, either forde- 
fensive of offensive operations— and never 
were England's means of annoyance more 
abundant. If, therefore, her purposes be 
hostile, we may expect that. some despe- 
rate blow will soon follow the rupture of 
the negociation with Mr. Jackson. But 
even if, (as we believe) her intentions are 
pacific, and if, (as we also believe) she has 
been unfortunate in the selection of her 
ministers, tho’ a door mtay &till in some 
way be opened to an accommodation—yet 
we do not believe that any farther advan- 
ces will be made by England, of that 
another envoy will be sent to this country. 
Tired with fruitless attempts at negocia- 
tion, she will probably give up the pursuit 
Should war be the final event, 
the people will meet it like Americans 
and patriots, even though they, feel bound 
to condemn the policy that made England 
our enemy. We have often said, and we 
repeat now, that we dread a war with 
England much less'than an alliance with 
Prance—an alliance which is advocated 
and calculated upon with delight by the 
democratic party, and which will certainly 
be the effect of a war with England, un- 
less the object is defeated by the wisdom 
and firmness of the people.

Bunker of the 
ship Resolution of New-York. Captain 
Walker was captured !2th Oct. lat, 43 
degrees 40 min. long. 20, eight days out 
from Liverpool by Le Decide, French pri- 
vateer, Capt. Briollet, ten days out from 
Bordeaux. © Capt. Walker was released 
by the privateer upon giving a ransom of 
Nine Thousand Dollars in bills of Ex- 
change upon his owners inthe U.S. They 
took from the Laconia the mate, Samuel 
Pray, and two seamen, Joseph W. Weld 
and Enoch Haslet, by their own consent, 
to be holden as hostages for thé payment 
of the bills. 

The Henrietta, of Boston, capt. Nich- 
ols, with a cargo of iron, hardware and 
dry goods, bound from Liverpool to New- 
York, was captured: within sight of the 
Laconia by the same privateer, and order- 
ed for France. The captors declared the 
ship good prize, after examining her pa- 
pers, which they sealed up and retained. 
They would not allow capt. Nichols nor 
his mate to remain on board their own ship. 

The Resolution, Captain W. Bunker, 
bound from London to New-York in bal- 
last, was captured two days before, by the 
same privateer. After taking out the crew 
of the Resolution, with her sea stores and 
some of her furniture, they attempted to 
sink and afterwards set fire toher. The
